1) Plagiochila Wichurae St., Pl. conduplicata St., PL nahikuna St. and Pl. Yoshinagana St. 
should he excluded from the hepatic flora of Japan. 2) The records' of Pl: blepharophora (N.) Ln- 
dnb., Pl. trapezoidea Lndnb., PL spinulosa (Dicks.) Dum., Pl. chiloscyphoidea St., PL chinensis 
St., Pl. Delauayi St., Pl. frondescens (N.) Lndnb. and Pl. Massalongoana Schffn. from Japan 
are still doubtful. 3) PL ovalifolia Mitt, is closely related to (and possibly co'nspecific ivith) Pl. 
asplenioides (L.) Dum. , also Pl. japonica I-ac.' and PL sciophila N. to Pl. acanthophylla G. 4) 
Pl. nagasakiensis St., Pl. campanulata St., PL Fauriana St., Pl. odatensis St., Pl. Miyoshiana 
St., and Pl. Jiskibana St. are conspecific with Pl. ovalifolia Mitt. 5) PL Ferriena St. and Pl. 
quadriseta St. are only forms of Pl. japonica Lac. ; al^o Pl. Okamurana St. is a form of Pl. yo¬ 
kogurensis St. 6) Pl. minor Horik. and Pl. robustissima Horik. are resepectively synonymous 
with Pl. trabeculata St. and Pl. semidecurrens L. & L. 7) Pl. kodukensis S. Hatt. <uid Pl. Na- 
kaiana S. Hatt. are respectively forms of PL hakkodensis St. and Pl. crassitexta St. 8) Pl. ski- 
nanoensis St. is identical with Mylia verrucosa Lindb.; PL V/akawana St. does not belong to Pla- 
giochila, and seems better to be rejected. 9) Tylimanthus japonicus St. and T. paucidens St. 
have nothing to do with the genus' Tylimanthus, but they belong to Plagiochila. (There is no Ty¬ 
limanthus in Japan.) 10. A new species, PL Makinoana S. Hatt. is proposed. 11) All the 
Japanese species recognized by the writer ate classified into eight sections, Asplenioides, Zonnatae, 
Tridenticulatae, Villosae (sens, lat.), Acanthophyllae ,* Trabeculatae, Frondescentes and Peculi- 
ares. 
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
